DDT Immunity 


In Flies, Seen 


Scientists Develop 
Other Death Doses 


W A SH IN G TO N — That super 
fly killer, DDT, is having trouble 
killing flier. Flies apparently are 
building up a resistance to it, Dr. 
P. N Annand, chief of the Bureau 
of Entomology and Plant Quaran- ! 
tine of the U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, says 
reports 
have 
come from several parts of the I 
| country that DDT isn’t killing the -' 
j 1948 crop of flies. 


This is what 
the 
fly experts ■ 
j have feared. Apparently the flies 
are giving a good demonstration1 
of the old jungle law of the sur- I 
vival 
of the fit. But the fly ex­ 
perts have several aces up their 
sleeves. 


Dr. Annand says this is the sit­ 
uation: 
Flies are killed 
by coming 
in j 
contact with 
DDT, 
sprayed 
on I 
surfaces. It works through their; 
nervou 
systems 
Apparently 
a 
fly 
gets 
a "hoY 
fool” 
after he J 
alights in an area sprinkled with j 
DDT. Some flies already have re- • 
eeived a killing dose of the poison j 
by the time their 
feet 
begin 
to I 
tingle. 
Some other flies apparently can 
take more DDT and 
live to 
tell 
their grandchildren about it. A ft­ 
er escaping they breed. And they 
pass on 
to their 
offspring 
this 
ability to take a dose of DD T that 
j would be a knockout 
punch 
to 
another fly. Possibly their feet are 
more sen; dive to DDT, too. So it 
I turns out the weak flies, or ones 
with insensitive 
feet, are killed. 
Other flies, with sensitive feet, or 
j of strong 
physique, 
survive 
to 
| breed a super family. 
Scientists 
long 
ago 
suspected 
something like this might happen 
and they went to work in labora­ 
tories. 
They 
sprayed 
flies, in 
cages, with DDT. 
They allowed 
I the survivors of each .spraying to 
J breed 
In the 
43rd 
generation, 
with all the weaklings eliminated, 
they produced 
a fly that 
could 
take three 
times 
as much DDT, 
rn 
without curling up his toes, as an 
ordinary fly. Department of agri­ 
culture scientists 
see 
these two 
leading possibilities: 
I. Possibly 
the 
surviving flies 
develop 
more 
sensitive 
feet 
through each generation. They get 
the “ hot foot ’ quicker than other 


J flie s when they land on the poison 
J and fly away before they 
get 
a 
killing dose. 2. Or they are just 
all-around better flies, with more 
health and more vigor. At least 
they 
have more DDT-resistance. 
That's the most likely theory, Dr. 
Annand says 
He and other department sci­ 
entists aren't too worried about the 
I situation. 
In their 
laboratories 
they have been 43 jumps, or gen­ 
erations, ahead of the wild flies 
the kind that are getting harder to 
j kill in your kitchen or stable. 
They have found that if one or 


I two 
generations 
of flies 
aren’t 
sprinkled with DDT, the offspring 
I lose some of their resistance. 
So 
: they wait a couple of generations 
and then shoot such a heavy dose 
it wipes out the whole fly gener- 
i at ion, with none escaping to breed 
bigger and better flies. 
Another ace up the sleeve is a 
I combination poison, mixing DDT 
I with 
other insecticides. 
In some 
tests this has p ro v e d to be just the 
I haymaker the doctor ordered.
